CHAPTER I. 



TREASON. 

At Stuttgart, Germany, on August 14, 
1 907, there assembled a body of persons, more 
than 300 in number, under the name of "The 
International Socialist Congress." At this con- 
vention the Socialists of the United States were 
represented by at least 1 1 delegates, and these 
representatives passed a resolution, I am told 
by two persons who were present, which makes 
every one of the 53,000 Socialists in the 
United States amenable for treason. 

The resolution, in substance, they say was 
this: Should the United States of America 
declare war or be plunged into a war with any 
foreign nation, the Socialists of the United 
States shall, and are pledged through their dele- 
gates to, engage in anything which may term- 
inate this war, even to causing a general strike 
and insurrection against the government. 

This is a peace measure, say the Socialists, 
but they also told me it means that if Japsm 
should declare war against us there are 53,000 
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persons in this country pledged to turn traitor 
and kill pillage and bum in order to so em- 
barrass the nation that it would be compelled 
to make peace on any terms. Instead of bring- 
ing peace it is evident that such action would 
cause more war, internal as well as extemaK 
for even 53,000 traitors could not compel the 
patriotic people of the United States to submit 
to an inglorious peace. 

My informants, who are leaders of the So- 
cialist party in New York, further explained 
that of course at present this resolution was 
impracticable, because the party was not strong 
enough to cause anything like a widespread 
strike and insurrection, and that they doubtless 
would not attempt anything of this nature in 
the United States until the organization was 
stronger. 

This dastardly plot has been engineered 
principally in Europe, and is being spread in 
this country by Europeans, who are trying to 
teach their countr3rmen who have fled here 
from tyranny, that this coimtry is no longer 
free. Socialists have been called "crazy.** 
Very little attention has been paid to them 
even by the newspapers, but the man who calls 
the Socialist "crazy** is misinformed on the vital 
issues of the country to-day. That is why the 
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Socialist has escaped attention* and just as long 
as you are content to call him "crazy** and do 
not investigate him, just so long will he be 
happy. Every statement regarding the plot 
against God and man is supported by facts, 
just follow these facts, and if you are not con- 
vinced that all that is said is true, I will be very 
greatly mistaken. 

"Class hatred" is the slogan. They want to 
convince the working people that the country 
is no longer free. You may think their plan 
is impossible, that is because you are not ac- 
quainted with the conditions. That there is 
fear of the success of this revolution in the next 
five or ten years, is not in the question. There 
are too many honest, moral people in the 
coimtry to ever stand by and watch this 
European rabble destroy the government; 
nevertheless, it is true that their vicious, im- 
moral teachings are being felt and it is time 
that the people of this free country stopped to 
notice, and if deemed necessary to prevent 
further intrigue against the people. 

Socialists are working along lines which, if 
carried out, will accomplish eventually the de- 
struction of the government and the establish- 
ment of a dictatorship operated under the most 
unscrupulous system. 
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The American people are liberty-loving. 
They sympathize with all persons who are op- 
pressed. They are always willing to send aid 
to persons and nations who need it. The 
Russian Revolutionists had the almost united 
sympathy of this country. They got much 
American money, too, if the truth were told. 
Americans were willing to do everything they 
could for the Russian Revolutionists. 

Who freed Christian Rudowitz? Was it 
those 53,000 Socialists, or was it the seventy 
odd millions of American people who were of 
the opinion that Rudowitz was fighting for 
freedom? Why was Rudowitz freed, Mr. 
Socialist? Because he escaped to a free 
country known as the United States of Amer- 
ica, a free country which you are trying to 
make the working people believe is an oligarchy, 
that's why. 

Christian Rudowitz was a Socialist in Rus- 
sia, a member of that party of which the 
American Socialists claim to be a branch. Will 
you be a Socialist in this country, Mr. Rudo- 
witz, and try to destroy the government that 
saved you from a living death in a Siberian 
mine, or perhaps worse? Will you bite the 
hand that saved your life, and that would be 
willing to save it again for just the same cause? 
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Do you nbt owe a duty to the United States 
of America? Is not that duty allegiance to 
the country which took its army and navy, so 
to speak, in the hollow of its hand, and, show- 
ing it to the Czar of Russia, said : "You must 
take these before Christian Rudowitz?" Chris- 
tian Rudowitz is of the same nationality as 
some 10,000 Socialists in New York City, 
and forty other thousands in other cities of the 
coimtry, a majority of whom cannot vote, as 
yet. That is the only reason why his case is 
cited. I might add, I have met a man in New 
York who told me that he was with Rudowitz 
in the Russian Rebellion. He is a Socialist. 
He is working and making more money as a 
book-keeper here than he ever made in Russia. 
He is giving what he can afford to the printing 
of literature to inflame people against our gov- 
ernment. Let me ask you Mr. , for 

I will not tell his name, what would you do if 
some emissary of the Czar of Russia dragged 
you off to prison and asked this government to 
extradite you? You would cry to the Amer- 
ican people for help, you who are trying to 
destroy the government, and you know that you 
would get this aid, if you were fighting in the 
cause of liberty. Again those words would be 
spoken to the Czar of all the Russias as he sur- 
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veyed the army and navy of the United States, 
"You must take these first/* Think this over, 
Russian Socialists in the United States. 

Every night in the week a thousand Social- 
ist inflamers are tearing their hair and shouting 
from platforms that the United States is no 
longer a free country. They are trying to pro- 
duce the race hatred which, once fairly begun, 
history teaches us results in nothing short of 
war. Every Socialist paper in the country is 
every day devoting colunms to what they call 
"wage slaves,** a term applied to the working 
man. 

These speakers and these papers are trying 
to make two classes of people in this country 
which they call the "Capitalist Class** and the 
"Working Class.** The Capitalist Class is the 
merchant or farmer with a bank account. The 
Working Class is the man without a bank ac- 
count. The movement is based either on money 
or the lack of it. Those with it against those 
without it. They are trying to make those 
without it believe that those with it have stolen 
it from them. They are determined to divide 
the people and force them to clash. The im- 
provident man outnumbers the provident man, 
therefore they feel sure of success. This is the 
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TREASON. II 

**Campaign of Education** they are trying to 
carry on. 

They appeal to the baser side of man through 
these arguments. 

Socialists have felt it to be a "duty" to show 
to the world the corruption and veniality of 
government officials, and for the past ten years 
we have had expose after expose of moral, re- 
ligious and social corruption, and the Socialistic 
papers and orators have cried out to Heaven 
about it. Let the wicked be exposed, and let 
them be punished, all thinking people will re- 
joice at it. But "Let him who lives in a glass 
house throw no stones." 

Almost every act of violence against manu- 
facturers or employers of labor during the past 
ten years, has been traceable to some extent 
to Socialism, and, imder the alleged expose of 
other people, they have covered up their own 
shortcomings. The crimes of the night-riders 
of Kentucky came after a Socialistic agitation 
in that state. 

Police Commissioner Bingham made the as- 
sertion, not long ago, that the majority of crimes 
in New York City were committed by the 
Jews, but the Commissioner did not look deeply 
enough into the matter. Had he done so, he 
might have discovered that they were com- 
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mitted by persons who had become indoctrin- 
ated with the Socialistic commandment, "Thou 
shalt covet everything that is thy neighbor's." 
Every Socialist teaches that property should not 
be held by individuals, but by right belongs 
to the whole community — and how can poor 
ignorant persons who believe this realize that 
stealing is wrong? So he must blame the 
teachers more than the pupils, and, if right were 
done, those teachers should be held responsible 
for the crimes of their dupes. 

One of the vilest conspiracies against the 
welfare of the country is now being promulgated 
among the school-teachers of the cities. They 
are trying to make the teachers Socialists, so 
that they shall disseminate falsehoods among 
the children, such as: That all history from 
the American Revolution down to the present 
time is untrue, and that the Revolutionary War, 
as well as every other war in which the country 
has been engaged, has been brought on for com- 
mercial gain. That Washington and other 
representative Americans were only great be- 
cause they sought graft and personal honor. 
Such teaching will produce a race of anarchists 
without either morals or patriotism. It is to be 
hoped that the school-teachers are too enlight- 
ened to be dravsrn into such a net. It is known 
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that some few have been converted to Socialism, 
but the percentage is small. 

The power assumed by the leaders of this 
party is the greatest menace to the country. 
Every man who joins the party must sign a 
pledge before witnesses that he will never, as 
long as he lives, vote for any person or measure 
that is not advocated by the Socialist leaders; 
so, if the leader finds it would be to his ad- 
vantage to have a certain person of a different 
political faith elected, he can swing the whole 
Socialistic vote to that person. The bossism is 
absolute. So, if Morris Hillquit, the acknowl- 
edged leader in New York, should, for any 
reason, desire to have a certain person elected 
for Mayor of the City of New York, he could 
nominate a whole city ticket exclusive of a 
candidate for Mayor, and then, by speeches, 
or through his paper, the Evening Call, swing 
to his candidate the votes of the whole 25,000 
Socialists of New York City. Victor Berger, 
of Milwaukee, has used this trick successfully. 
He is the editor of the Social Democratic Her- 
ald, of Milwaukee, and the Socialistic boss of 
that city, where his party holds the balance of 
power. This is the only city where the vote 
is large enough to do this and the trick has not, 
as yet, been tried in any other place. 
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Notwithstanding all their protestations of 
their love for humanity and the brotherhood of 
man, the bosses of this party are the most auto- 
cratic in the world, and whoever joins with 
them, be it man or woman* must sign away his 
birthright and give himself, without reservation, 
into their hands. 

They will even subject them to spiritual 
control after the new Socialistic faith has been 
established as is now contemplated. After a 
man has signed away his freedom, he seldom 
leaves the party, because he has been thoroughly 
informed as to what will happen to him, should 
he betray it. And, besides, the insurrection 
may soon come oS and he wants to be on the 
winning side. 

There are two or three very delicate ques- 
tions to be answered in this connection. Has 
a man who is pledged to start an insurrection 
when war intervenes, a right to. citizenship? 
Has an organization committed to this purpose 
a right to name a ticket or have it placed on an 
American ballot? 

Is it not exasperating, as has been reported, 
to have 289 foreigners who know nothing of 
our state or condition vote that a civil war shall 
be started in the United States, and 1 1 so- 
called Americans agree to see that it is done ? 
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One evening, at a certain Socialistic restau- 
rant, the question of the war with Japan was 
introduced. An artist present volunteered the 
opinion that the capitalists of the United States 
were trying to bring on the war in order to 
arouse patriotism, and thus defeat the Socialist 
movement. A historian of the same faith, after 
stroking his chin and looking wise, concurred in 
the opinion, but continued: "The first reason 
why the capitalists wish war, is to kill off the 
male population. There are too many imem- 
ployed in the country, and they fear they will 
make trouble. Secondly, patriotism would be 
aroused and that is an un-Socialistic attitude." 

The way these men succeed in getting a 
following in New York, is that they have access 
to the foreigner as soon as he lands, and before 
he learns anything about the country, they 
prejudice his mind against it by telling him the 
conditions here are worse than in any nation in 
Europe. He is, of course, disappointed at the 
news, and knowing no better, gives himself up 
to the guidance of these plotters who are going 
to use him for their own benefit; and they are 
very truthful in regard to their methods. As 
one of their leaders once remarked, "Our people 
want to be fooled and we are doing it." And 
truly they are. Here is an example : On Janu- 
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ary 1 6, 1 90S>, the Appeal to Reason, of Girard, 
Kansas, a Socialist weekly, had on the back 
page a large advertisement emphasized by 
heavy black lines relating to a new Florida land 
company that was offering farms in that State 
for sale. The advertisement took up the entire 
back page. In the centre was the following 
announcement : 

"The Appeal to Reason's Advertising Man- 
ager, E. C. Howe, says, before accepting this 
advertisement for the Appeal to Reason, I went 
to Florida and personally inspected the lands 
here advertised. I can vouch for the truthful- 
ness of every statement contained herein. I 
know that any man who is willing to work can 
make from $300 to $ 1 ,000 an acre clear profit 
every year on this land. I thought so well of 
it that I bought a 40-acre farm myself, and I 
advise every reader of the Appeal to buy one 
too. Anyone who can save 1 7 cents a day 
can buy a farm, and I think every man owes 
it to himself and to his family to make an in- 
vestment of this kind. I shall be glad to answer 
any inquiries from Appeal readers.

"Advertising Manager of Appeal to Reason." 
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Two weeks later, buried in a comer at the 
bottom of a column on an inside page in very 
small type was : 

"The Appeal is not responsible for any 
statement made by its Advertising Manager 
or made in its advertising colunms." 

The Socialists say that present conditions 
compel them to do many things, but it is an open 
question if present conditions compelled the 
millionaire owner of the Appeal to Reason to 
try thus to hoodwink his poor brothers seeking 
for a home farm such as he advertised. Per- 
haps he sympathized with another prominent 
Socialist, who, when questioned about our duty 
to the poor, replied **To Hell with the poor!" 
Even the so-called "Capitalist" papers, or the 
best of them, declare that they will not accept 
fraudulent advertisements, thus to guarantee 
safety to their readers. Had the Appeal 
honestly been taken in by the ad. they would 
have negated it in an entirely different manner. 

At present the Appeal is running a fund for 
5,000 subscriptions to the paper to be sent to 
the Democratic editors of the country. The 
editor asserts that the Democratic defeat of last 
year will incline them all to Socialism, and 
his paper will complete the conquest, but the 
"Comrades" will have to pay for it. Most 
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papers send such papers free on their mailing 
list» but the Socialists have to furnish the Ap- 
peal to Reason with money to pay for their 
mailing list — an unprecedented feature. Most 
of the subscribers to this periodical in the West 
have been Populists, who, after their pet hobby 
was defeated, looked around for some other 
band-wagon and, finding the Socialist somewhat 
congenial, jumped in. The paper has found 
them congenial also, and made millions out of 
them. 

These are but a few of the charges of treason 
to God and Man, Church and State, that will 
be made against these followers of what seems 
to be a beautiful theory, but which is working 
out in the form of power and wealth to the few 
at the head and sorrow and pessimism to the 
majority of wage-earners who put their faith 
and trust in the red flag of revolution and their 
needed pennies into the red stamp books 
diligently carried about by the workers in this 
monstrous fabric of intrigue and despotism, 
working under the guise of sweetness and light. 



CHAPTER 11. 



TRADES UNIONS. 

In the first chapter the alleged pledge to 
start an insurrection in case of the United 
States getting into war was explained. Per- 
haps there may be some who would ridicule the 
effect of such a pledge made by only 53,000 
people in a community numbering at least 90,- 
000,000 persons. If the statements are true, 
there is more to this than the mere pledge — it 
has a much deeper significance. The Socialist 
ticket in 1908 polled 423,000 votes — ninety- 
five per cent, of these voters were union labor 
men. The party vote has increased from the 
labor unions at a rate of at least fifty per cent, 
every four years since the time of organization. 
That means that in 1912 this party should poll 
700,000 votes and that an overwhelming ma- 
jority would be union men from the skilled 
trades. 

Just to show the possibilities of a party 
pledged, as this one is said to be, to anarchy, 
take a hypothetical case. Suppose in 1913

Japan with its 53,000,000 population, increas- 
ing at a rate of 500,000 a year, should decide 
that the Philippine Islands are the natural out- 
let for its subjects and should seize them, what 
could such a party, a majority of whom are of 
the ignorant, unreasoning class, do? The pres- 
ent pledged Socialists number 53,000. In four 
years, at the present rate of increase, there 
would be at least 70,000 of them — about as 
many as the standing army of the United 
States. 

Now Japan has declared war, and of course 
the United States has determined to resist it. 
Some thousands of men are ordered to the Pa- 
cific coast to sail for the Philippines; and just 
about the time these troops are ready to sail, the 
National Executive Committee of the Socialist 
Party declares a general strike and insurrec- 
tion. Now 700,000 workmen quit work and 
70,000 anarchists start their organized cam- 
paign of murder. Perhaps these workmen are 
employed in the great meat packing industries 
of the country, perhaps they are in the powder 
manufactories; or perhaps, still worse and 
harder to believe, they have enlisted in the very 
army and navy. 

Would the country in this predicament have 
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to compromise with both Japan and the 
Socialists ? Perhaps ! 

But just suppose this Socialist anarchy was 
allowed to grow until it took in all the union 
men in the United States, 3,250,000 of them, 
then what could these Socialist leaders do to 
the United States if they had a mind? This 
question is too serious to answer — hypothet- 
ically. 

The trades unions are organizations for the 
protection of workers against their employers, 
who have been represented to them, through 
Socialistic tactics, as their enemies; and many 
volumes of literature have been written and dis- 
tributed among the unions to incite them to re- 
bellion. The following editorial appeared in the 
New York Evening Call. It was written by 
Algernon Lee, one of the American delegates 
to the Stuttgart Congress. The article is en- 
titled "These Stubborn Union Men," and is 
as follows: 

"President Eliot says that the labor unions 
would be all right if they would abandon the 
strike, the boycott and the label, and would 
make no objections to working with non-union 
men and having as many apprentices as the 
employer desires; and would not try to restrict 
output when the employers want to rush things, 
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nor insist on being employed when the em- 
ployer wants to cut down expenses. 

"No doubt King George would have 
thought the Continental Congress quite unob- 
jectionable if only it would have refrained from 
criticising the right of the British government 
to make laws for the American Colonists, ap- 
point officials to enforce the laws, impose and 
collect taxes, and regulate trade and industry 
in a way conducive to British commercial pros- 
perity. 

"But the Colonists, stubborn fellows that 
they were, would not make these reasonable 
concessions, and so a war was precipitated in 
which, sad to relate, King George got the 
worst of it. 

"There is ground for serious apprehension 
that the organized working men of America 
will be equally stubborn and unreasonable. 
And, although we know that right makes 
might, that 'he is thrice armed that hath his 
quarrel just,* and that's *God's in His Heaven, 
all's right with the world,' yet so strangely do 
things get twisted it may be that King Capital 
will go the way of King George and constitu- 
tional liberty be established in the shop, as it 
has been on the political field. Even Dr. Eliot, 
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with all his faith in God and man, seems to 
share the fear/* 

Does any child over fifteen years of age in 
the United States not know the method by 
which the Colonists overthrew King George? 
Hardly. But in case anyone should be so un- 
informed, it may be said in passing the means 
used were powder, shot and sabre, and re- 
sulted in the loss of many human lives. 

There are two Socialist parties — the old So- 
cialistic Labor Party started with the idea of or- 
ganizing a standing army of well-drilled work- 
ing men that could be called upon at a mom- 
ent's notice to start a revolution : but the bosses 
of the new Socialist Party, who broke with 
them, saw a much easier and safer way to 
bring about strife. They are personally op- 
posed to fighting, and do not intend to take 
part in it. They will only champion the re- 
bellion and ride into power over the blood of 
the working man. There are, according to So- 
cialistic figures, about 3,250,000 union work- 
ing men in the United States, and, when the 
rebellion is started, these are the men they de- 
pend upon to do the fichtinR. 

Yet there is no real friendshio in their hearts 
towards the unions, as is proved by the remarks 
made by an orator who spends most of his time 
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speaking before unions, giving them taffy and 
sugar plums of oratory, until the proper time 
comes. "You can never harmonize the Labor 
Leaders," said this gentleman, speaking of the 
movement, "they are all crooked and in the 
pay of the Capitalists." 

In order to deceive the unions and make 
them believe that the Socialists are their 
friends, they have all vsrork done under the 
union label. Yet vsrhen an advertisement was 
offered to one of their nevsrspapers by the 
Douglas Shoe Co., the Advertising Man said, 
"I think we had better take this ad." 

"Impossible," said the Manager, "don't you 
knovsr it vsrould never do with our imion labor 
policy?" 

"The United Shoe Workers of America 
don't give us any financial support," replied the 
other, "and why should we protect them?" 
This shows the true inwardness of their feel- 
ings. 

The Socialist papers are in their glory when- 
ever a strike occurs, and the articles they print 
about the militia's being called out to suppress 
violence would fill volumes; yet, as a rule, the 
working men are not responsible for the vio- 
lence in the strike, nor the destruction of prop- 
erty. It is the Socialist agitator, nine times out 
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of ten, who does the mischief. The union man 
wants his difficulties settled, so he can return 
to his work and his wage-earning, but the So- 
cialist, who neither believes in work nor wants 
to work, tries every method in his power to 
prolong the trouble and to make the union man 
the enemy of law and order, and bring him to 
the state of mind in which he will be assured 
that the government and all its agencies are 
against him. 

The absolute necessity for having the labor 
unions as accomplices in the insurrection that 
the Socialists say they are pledged to carry out 
in the next ten years has been realized by the 
leaders for a long time, but it was not until De- 
cember, 1908, that an opportunity offered to 
draw the unions into closer fellowship with 
them. Morris Hillquit, the coming Socialist 
boss, has declared that the unions are the body, 
and the Socialists the soul — a most appropriate 
simile — for we all know that the soul lives after 
the body is destroyed. However, the soul and 
body were pretty far apart until this eventful 
December. At this time Samuel Gompers, 
John Mitchell and Frank Morrison, promi- 
nent Labor Leaders, after a long trial were 
found guilty of contempt of court. The day 
this decision was handed down was a day of 
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great rejoicing among the Socialists — down to 
die petty bosses they were all so happy they 
could hardly contain themselves. 

No sooner had the decision been rendered 
than Robert Hunter got into communication 
with Keir Hardie, the English Labor Leader 
and Socialist Member of Commons, with the 
result that he came to this country post haste. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Hardie had 
only returned to his home in England a short 
time previously from the United States. But 
notwithstanding this, he made a hurried trip 
to this country. He was received and enter- 
tained by Mr. Hunter at his palatial Socialist 
home, and every Socialist boss in New York 
was put to work inducing Labor Leaders in 
the East to attend a dinner to be given to Har- 
die by Hunter. 

This dinner was held on January 1 6, 1 909, 
at Little Hungary, 257 East Houston street. 
New York. There were more than 80 guests, 
among them prominent labor leaders. Mr. 
Hardie made the principal speech. He begged 
the labor men to affiliate with the Socialists, 
and hinted at what could be done with the 
vast army of working men following out the 
Socialist ideas. Another speaker said that the 
revolutionary attitude of the Socialists had 
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forced the government, already, to make con- 
cessions to them. 

At this same dinner, this misleading resolu- 
tion was passed: 

"Resolved, That we form ourselves into an 
organization for the purpose of studying and 
discussing social, industrial and political prob- 
lems, especially such as have an important bear- 
ing on the struggles of labor." 

On February 4, 1909, it was announced 
that a permanent organization had been formed 
and that a dinner for labor leaders would be 
held every month. The Socialist does not be- 
lieve in bribery, but when the matter of the 
dinner was discussed, it was the unanimous 
opinion that it was necessary to hold out some 
inducement in order to get the labor people to 
attend. The Socialist Committee that has the 
matter in hand is composed of Robert Hunter, 
Morris Hillquit, Edmund Kelly, John Spargo, 
Joshua Wanhope, Algernon Lee, William 
Mailly, Jacob Pankin and others more or less 
prominent in the party. 

This is the beginning of the effort to line up 
the unions and pledge them to Socialism. The 
movement has just started, and already the So- 
cialists are rejoicing over the coming of Socialist 
rule. 
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The National Executive Committee of the 
Socialist Party is composed of seven members. 
They are the governing body and, in case of 
the success of the party, would be, unquestion- 
ably, the heads of the government. 

TTiis is the party that represents the unions 
and the workingmen. It is v^th the aid of the 
union men that they hope to succeed. Of 
course they are the friends of the dear work- 
ing man, no question about that. Well, just 
look at the personnel of the National Executive 
Committee, elected in February, 1909: Vic- 
tor L. Berger, Editor of the Social Democratic 
Herald, Milwaukee, and Socialistic author, with 
an income of $5,000 a year; Morris Hillquit, 
lawyer. New York, income (estimated) $10,- 
000 a year, supposed to be worth $500,000, 
came to this country from Russia a shirt-maker ; 
Robert Hunter, millionaire, spending the win- 
ters in Florida ; A. M. Simons, Editor Chicago 
Daily Socialist, income $5,000 a year; John 
Spargo, author of Socialist books, income (es- 
timated) $3,000 a year; John H. Work, of 
Iowa, lawyer and author of Socialist books, 
income (estimated) $2,500 a year; A. H. 
Floten, Colorado, merchant, said to be worth 
$100,000. Look over the list, see if you find 
a working man. This is the working man's 
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cause — yes, it is the cause to work the work- 
ing man. With the exception, possibly of 
Robert Hunter, every man of them derives his 
principal income from the Socialist Party. 
Strange that they are all so enthusiastic about 
it! With the exception of Floten, who lent 
the striking Colorado miners money, not one of 
the others has given the working man anything 
but advice, and even this the working man has 
to pay for at the rates accorded to the "SIX 
Best Sellers." 

There is not a man on this committee who 
works with his hands. Even the Republican 
Party has this ideal organization bettered, for 
it has Union Labor members in Congress. 
When I asked a Socialist why it was that there 
were no union men on it, he replied, "Well, 
it does look bad, but the New York State 
Committee has two working men as members.*' 
If they ever succeed in their revolution, the 
working man will have just as much chance to 
hold office as he has now. 

Of late many union men have been cajoled 
into joining the Socialists, thinking that they 
are their friends and have their welfare at 
heart, but they are simply working for their 
own aggrandizement. They have only cap- 
tured a minority of the unions as yet and, let 
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US hope for the sake of the working man, that 
their true character will be revealed them 
before it is too late. The assimilation with 
the United Mine Workers of America, an or- 
ganization of nearly 200,000 men and very 
rich, is an object for which the Socialists are 
working very hard. About 1 50 of their 1 ,000 
delegates have already joined the Socialist 
ranks and they hope soon to secure many 
more. The millions of wealth that the miners 
have accumulated for their members' support 
during strikes could be very pleasantly appro- 
priated by the "Comrades" who are courting 
their society, but the only graft so far secured 
was in the shape of individual donations, 
talked out of them by Socialist speakers. 
There was a time when the miners refused to 
permit them to speak at union meetings, but 
they have succeeded at last in securing this 
privilege, by their smooth talk and their per- 
sistent declarations of friendship. They se- 
cured as much as $500 from one union meet- 
ing by their sympathetic appeals and by call- 
ing them "Comrades," and at the same time 
touching them for whatever money they had. 
This title, "Comrade," I am told, they stole 
from the Salvation Army, and they are now 
trying by every effort to discredit the Army, 
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especially as they are their very successful 
rivals in the matter of levying contributions 
from the working people. 

As employers, the Socialists are the most 
unfeeling bosses, and they themselves have had 
a strike against their rul^, operated by their 
own people. In the case referred to, the boss 
worked his employes so hard that they formed 
a imion, drew up a petition and presented it 
to the business management. The manage- 
ment refused to consider the demands and re- 
ferred the case back to the boss of whom com- 
plaint was made. There is not a corporation 
or trust in the United States that could have 
been more unjust, and all this was under the 
rule of Socialists. The argument in favor of 
this action ws^, that under present conditions, 
they had to take this step. It is absolutely no 
argument, as any one can see; but grant that 
this was true, what would happen if Socialism 
controlled the country? 

What will become of their friends, the union 
men, in their day? They will be the pup- 
pets of the Dictator, must do his bidding or die. 
If the miners win strikes now, it is because they 
have funds with which to purchase the neces- 
saries of life while waiting for things to better 
themselves. What chance will strikers have 
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under a Socialist government? They are to 
get enough for each day. Nothing can be laid 
by from this. The loss of three consecutive 
meals is about enough to make the average 
man return to v^ork. Mr. Union Man, they 
will not call out the militia in that day to settle 
strikes. They w^on't have to. Hunger w^ill 
be the powder and shot of Socialism. There 
is no such an idea in even the Socialists' minds 
as equality. Some one will always have to 
work. And the man who directs that work 
will always be a Socialist who, as someone in 
the Party said, "Has the brains to work for 
the party while some one who is less fit intel- 
lectually than I is cleaning up the manual 
labor. Socialism will not do away v^th a 
class who are only fit to work." 

This is what Socialism will do for the work- 
ing class. It will give them the right to work, 
for the Socialists, for the bosses, of the Party. 
Socialism is to succeed in its revolution with 
the working man, perhaps to stop the bullets. 
When Socialism comes, it will give the work- 
ing man food every day, unless they anger the 
leaders. It v^dll be work or starve. 

But the union man and his family are less 
than one-half of the population of the United 
States. What of the rest of them? The an- 
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swer of Socialism is the same for these as the 
others: "Work for us or starve: you voted for 
Socialism!" Whether it be writing books, 
painting pictures or digging ditches, the work 
must be done, directed by those higher up ; and 
those who refuse to do this work must starve. 
Was ever power more absolute? Imagine all 
the necessaries of life placed in the hands of a 
very few, for instance of those mentioned as 
members of the National Committee! Turkey 
would be a Paradise, and Russia an asylum, 
for the oppressed, were such things being done. 
But we are confident that the working man and 
the union man are not such fools as the Socialist 
Party believes them to be, and will firmly re- 
fuse to put such unlimited power into the 
hands of any few, whether they be Socialists 
or Democrats. 



CHAPTER III. 



SOCIALISM ? A RELIGION. 

The following quotation is taken from Wil- 
shire's Magazine, June, 1906. This maga- 
zine has the largest Socialist circulation in the 
United States: 

"I think most Socialists would agree thati 
until the belief in Socialism gets hold of the 
hearts and emotions of the people, more as a 
religion than as an understanding of economic 
events, that there is not going to be a Social 
Revolution. " 

"The Socialist has three classes of men to 
whom he appeals. First, the large mass of 
humanity who wish a change because they 
themselves are actually suffering from poverty. 
Secondly, another large mass of people who, 
while they themselves are not suffering from 
poverty, wish to see others' sufferings allevi- 
ated. Third, a class, and a very much smaller 
class, are those who picture the earth made 
into one divinely beautiful garden for man in 
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the state of complete happiness, and this ideal 
makes them Socialists. 

**The best Socialist is one who cannot only 
sympathize with poverty and wish to alleviate 
it, but who has the imagination to see the 
world of beauty which Socialism promises as 
the goal to be realized. 

"... the growth of the Socialistic 
undercurrent of sentiment is apparent to every- 
one, not only in the increased Socialistic vote, 

. . . but particularly is it exhibited in 
the current literature of the day, not merely 
the literature of exposures of graft, but the lit- 
erature such as is produced by such as our 
Gorkys, our Tolstois, our Zolas, our Lx>ndons, 
our Sinclairs and other men of genius, who are 
voicing the cry of the disinherited." 



"With poverty abolished from the earth, 
man v^U be relieved of the necessity of pa3ang 
attention to material needs, or at least the at- 
tention necessary to be paid will be inconse- 
quential. They will devote themselves to liv- 
ing their spiritual lives and, at last, the souls 
of all men will really live. 

"Humanity, then, will become a race of 
gods, and every man will then be fit to be in 
communion with God. Religion, in the 
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broader and higher sense, is the relating of 
man to the universe, and Socialism is merely 
the path to this great end.** 



"All humanity will be at one with God, 
and every man will be a god. 

"This is the glorious ideal which spurs on 
the Socialist and which enthuses him with a 
religious ecstasy comparable with no emotion 
which has hitherto stirred the world.*' 

But this religious ecstasy the writer talks so 
much about, does not explain what this new re- 
ligion really teaches, though it does show 
plainly that irreverence overshadows all other 
points. In truth, this new faith is absolutely 
atheistic and teaches that man has but one life 
to live, and that one is on this earth. This is 
why they are so anxious to grasp all good 
things here, no matter how they are obtained, 
for they have no hope beyond the grave. This, 
too, accounts for their great fight against capi- 
tal punishment, for death ends all, in their 
thought, and it will be necessary for them to 
commit murder, most of us believe, in order to 
get what others hold from them. 

All the teachings of this system appeal to 
the baser side of man*s character, to his pas- 
sions, his love of idleness and his jealousy. 
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This last tells him that he ought to have as 
much as the other fellow, no matter if the other 
fellow worked hard to obtain it. 

The rank and file of the party consists of 
the most unenlightened people in the country; 
they are told that they are being educated be- 
yond the ordinary, and they are ignorant 
enough to believe it. They are being edu- 
cated as to what is to happen in the fu- 
ture, just as the fortune teller and clairvoyant 
enlighten their dupes as to what is to happen 
in days to come, and charge their fee for the 
instruction. The Socialist also charges a fee, 
and a heavy one, to the poor working man. 
To some they even go so far as to tell them 
that they will be aldermen in New York in 
1930, and the poor fellows strut along the 
Bowery dreaming of what they will do when 
they are aldermen. 

Of course this will not go with the more 
enlightened, but they have a brand of "dope" 
to suit all kinds and conditions of men. 

In order to spread the new religion, different 
bodies have been formed, and there are to-day 
seven Socialistic Sunday-schools in New York, 
where the movement had its inception. The 
name Sunday-school is used in the hope, I 
have been told, that Christians will be de- 
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ceived into sending their children there to be 
indoctrinated in all the immoralities, the ha- 
tred of God and their fellow-men, and all other 
evils of which this sect approves. It is the in- 
tention of the Socialists to plant these schools 
in all the larger cities of the Union; and, later, 
to have them extended into the smaller cities 
and towns. What is taught in these schools 
may be inferred from a conversation held by 
one of the teachers in the Harlem Branch So- 
cialist Sunday-school. In speaking of her 
work this lady remarked on the narrow-mind- 
edness of Christians, and went on to say: 

"Only a few Sundays ago we actually 
found a young fellow teaching one of the 
classes about God. I don't know how he ever 
got into the school. But, you see, it was just 
new, and not working as harmoniously as 
might be expected. We did not discover him 
until he had taught a couple of Sundays." 

"What did you do with him?" inquired her 
interviewer. 

"We threw him out as fast as we could get 
him to the door, — " 

"But," interjected the other, "from the 
name 'Sunday-school* one would not think 
that you would object to teaching about both 
God and Christ?" 
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"Well, we do/' replied the lady; "the 
schools are to teach Socialism and the evolu- 
tion of man, and nothing else." 

Many people are rather careless about the 
religious training of their children and send 
them to Sunday-schools without investigating 
the sort of place in which their children are 
weekly taught some religious truths. By such 
carelessness children may get into these 
schools and be taught atheism, and grow up 
easy converts to such false systems as Social- 
ism. 

Here is a quotation from the Appeal to 
Reason, the great advocate of the new So- 
cialistic religion. It is dated February 6, 1 909 : 

"Socialism does not come to tell you what 
you must do, but to free you so you will be 
able to do what you want to do." What 
woyld happen to this country if the 53,000 
Socialists in it were allowed to do what they 
want to do? Every church would be sacked 
and burned, every minister and priest be- 
headed, and all good people cut off and their 
money confiscated. Then they would kill 
each other wrangling over their newly-ac- 
quired possessions, if they follow out the 
principles of the French Revolutionists, of 
which they claim to be a branch. 
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That this is not a high-flown dream of the 
present writer, but is backed up by their own 
statements, may be concluded from the follow- 
ing remarks made by Franklin H. Wentworth. 
of Boston: 

"The clergjonan is not in the shop or in 
the factory, he is not in the trades-union, he 
is not in the strike nor the lock-out. He does 
not teach the workers how to live, and they 
do not feel that they need him to teach them 
how to die. What services are they rendering 
to the working classes? Might they not find 
some other outlet for their energies, of greater 
value to society?" 

Another institution in New York, in line 
with the Socialist Sunday-schools, is what is 
termed the "Rand School," located at 112 
East 1 9th street. New York City. It is sup- 
ported by a fund left by some deceased Social- 
ist for the propagation of his views, even after 
death. Its real object seems to be to instill 
hatred of our government. "The School" oc- 
cupies an old brownstone house, four stories 
high, with a sub-basement. The basement is 
used as a restaurant, run by an incurable So- 
cialist named Peter Vlag. To say that the 
meals this gentleman sets before his customers 
are not good would be a criminal libel; but. 
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unfortunately, a number of Vlag's comrades 
who partake of his hospitality forget to pay 
him, so he has been obliged to install a check- 
ing system and to advertise in the Socialist 
papers the necessity of the brethren's paying 
for their meals. Vlag is a native of Holland 
v^ho has found it more comfortable to be a 
Socialist in America than in his native land, 
though he contends that "all Americans are 
bluffs," but it was his foreign "Comrades" 
who bluffed him out of the price of the meals. 
It has sometimes been hinted to him that "if 
Americans are so bad, each week two ships 
sail from New York for Holland," but Peter 
has not as yet taken the hint. 

Each evening there gathers about his festal 
board the finest assortment of "high-brows" 
and pseudo scientists of which New York can 
boast. 

On the first floor of this Rand School is a 
room used as an office and library. Every book 
in this library is on Socialism by Socialists, ex- 
cept the dictionary, an atlas and some city 
books on municipal government. Books and 
pamphlets on Socialism are on sale in the of- 
fice. Here you can purchase "Love's Coming 
of Age," by Edward Carpenter, in which free 
love is said to be the only proper solution of 
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the matrimonial problem, and polygamy the 
only true Socialistic method of practice. This 
book is on sale as a text-book of the society, 
and is also in the library, yet some Socialists 
declare that the party does not believe in free 
love. On the second floor of this "School" are 
two class rooms, in which lectures on various 
subjects are given; but, of course, all tending 
toward Socialism. One of the late subjects 
added to the course is on municipal gov- 
ernment, doubtless to teach the Socialists how 
to take charge of the government as soon as 
they get control of it. A course in composi- 
tion is given, probably in order that "The 
School" should have a semblance of teaching 
something besides hatred of our government. 
The third and fourth floors of the building are 
devoted to bedrooms, where some of the tried 
and true are allowed to room. No outsiders 
are admitted. 

The true Socialist does not believe in mar- 
riage, but the indolent member (and this char- 
acterization fits a great many of them) is quite 
willing to venture on the stormy sea of matri- 
mony, if he can find as a mate some woman 
who is holding down a good paying position 
and who will consent to take him as a life part- 
ner and share her wages with him. You will 
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find that most of the women in Socialistic work, 
are wage-earners. In this way he gets the liv- 
ing that he thinks the world owes him, collect- 
ing it by means of his wife, and at the same 
time maintaining a dignified leisure in which 
he can go about agitating the nation to strife, 
so that when the **big steal comes off" he will 
be rated as a top-notcher amongst his fellows 
and entitled to a fat office. 

Immorality in so many forms is coimte- 
nanced and taught by Socialists that it is im- 
possible to enumerate them all. One of their 
pet measures is to be a legitimatization of chil- 
dren after their parents have decided to sepa- 
rate. Some such measure was of course nec- 
essary, since they believe that a man and 
woman should live together only so long as they 
care to, and separate when they tire of the 
connection. They countenance murder, be- 
cause they know well that the property and 
wealth of their present owners will, in many 
instances, only be taken from them by force. 
Theft is justified, because they say property 
held by the individual belongs by right to all. 
This is taught by every Socialist orator and 
printed in every one of their publications. 
Under such conditions they certainly cannot 
condemn the man who steals before the time 
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of the great distribution. Lying is so much a 
part of the system that it need not be men- 
tioned in the category of their immoral teach- 
ings. But one illustration of colossal mendac- 
ity stands out prominently before all the rest. 
At the demonstration in the Spring of 1908, 
held by the unemployed, in Union Square, 
New York, but imder Socialistic auspices, a 
bomb was exploded and two persons killed. 
Then the truthful gentleman of Socialistic 
tendencies declared, in excuse for the crime, that 
the New York police had thrown the bomb. 
Everyone knows that bomb throwing, at least, 
is not a characteristic of the New York police. 

Just so long as the churches last, and num- 
ber amongst their members the majority, or al- 
most the majority, of the people of the coimtry, 
so long will we be safe from the ravages and 
bloodshed threatened by Socialism. The 
teachings of the Church, founded upon the 
Decalogue: **Thou shalt not kill, thou shalt 
not steal, thou shalt not commit adultery,** 
are strong walls that Socialism cannot shake; 
just as long as they are implanted in the hearts 
of the people, the achievement of their designs 
is impossible. The leaders of the Socialists 
realize this, and though for a long time Chris- 
tians were barred out of their fellowship, in the 
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recent National Socialist Convention, held in 
Chicago in 1908, it was decided to allow 
Christians to join the movement. This was 
done by inserting a non-sectarian plank in the 
Socialist platform, declaring that the policy of 
the party was purely political and economic, 
leaving the Socialist to choose his own religious 
beliefs, as do the present political parties now 
in the field. 

That is how the Christian Socialist Fellow- 
ship movement came into existence, and 
Christians are temporarily tolerated in the 
game, — for a consideration. It was a pretty 
hard matter, however, to reconcile the two. 
One professes to follow after the truth and make 
for righteousness, the other is avowedly opposed 
to everything the Christian holds sacred and 
good. At last they evolved the idea that the 
coming of Socialism would usher in the mil- 
lennium, the second coming of Christ, and this 
satisfied unwary souls who were content to re- 
ceive this declaration without looking into the 
matter. But what horrible mockery to believe 
that the honest, pure-minded, truth-telling 
Jesus would come to dwell among such a peo- 
ple, upholding such outrageous sentiments! 
Surely these Christians are terribly deceived. 

A prominent Socialist was once asked how 
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he expected to ever get Christians to become 
the atheists necessary to true Socialism. **Oh,*' 
said he, **when they once come to believe that 
everybody is crooked, and lose their faith in 
man, it is not a hard matter to turn them away 
from Godr 

As a slight evidence of the love of the So- 
cialist for the Christian he is now seeking, an 
extract from a book written by Isador Ladoff, 
of Cleveland, called "The Passing of Capital- 
ism," is a good example. This book was 
printed in October, 1901, by the Debs Pub- 
lishing Company, Terre Haute, Ind., the home 
of Eugene V. Debs. Fortunately it was 
printed at a time when the Socialists were of 
the opinion that they would not have to ask 
Christians to join their movement. This is 
what it says: 

"Church Socialism in Europe is the worst 
enemy of secular, political Socialism, especially 
in Germany and Austria. All kinds of small 
political tricksters, Jew-baiters and demagogues 
of the worst kind find refuge in the so-called 
Christian-Socialist parties, and turn the term 
Socialism into a by-word and reproach,** 

To assist the American Socialists in their ef- 
forts to break down the churches, the same 
writer has the following to say: 
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"The American Proletarians may reproach 
the institutional church of the United States 
with staunchly supporting negro slavery in the 
South (and that in the name of the Saviour).** 

Then, too, Mr. Ladoff, in speaking of the 
Socialists, asserts: 

**They welcome every sincere and honest 
attempt to spiritualize the dull masses of the 
people and present to them high ideals and 
noble precepts of conduct; every sincere and 
honest endeavor to clarify the visions of the 
unthinking crowd, obstructed by the intellect- 
ual rubbish with which it is lavishly supplied 
by the subservient pulpit and press; every sin- 
cere and honest attempt toward broadening 
and diffusing Socialism itself into a world-re- 
deeming gospel of the human race.*' 

The gentleman, however, forgets in his 
book to define those two words, **sincere" and 
**honest." Perhaps he may call the taking of 
what others have honestly earned, by himself 
and some of his kind, as "sincere," but there 
is absolutely no way in which he can construe 
the word "honest" to fit the case. 

They are making good use of the Christians, 
too, in their propaganda against the govern- 
ment. We all know that the selling of Uncle 
Tom and his fellows, as described by Harriet 
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Beecher Stowe, roused the whole nation, and 
did as much as anything else to bring about the 
Civil War. So that poor, deluded Presby- 
terian minister in Brooklyn, Dr. John D. Long 
by name, is prevailed upon to put up work- 
ingmen at auction, not so much to secure 
them jobs as to excite disgust in the minds of 
the people at such degradation of humanity. 
But it is to be hoped that all thinking people 
will see through the scheme, and relegate Dr. 
Long and his atheistic associates to the obliv- 
ion where they rightfully belong. This 
preacher shows his true colors by the remark: 
**Any scheme that proposes to give the laborer 
his full product, I care not by what name you 
call it, has my support." In other words, he 
puts the profit ahead of morality, and even goes 
further in striking the keynote of Socialism, by 
saying: "Any scheme which proposes,** not 
**any scheme that gives'* — Socialism only pro- 
poses. Another trick, said to be practised by 
the New York Socialists to deceive the people, 
is that of having some of their number stand in 
the bread line on cold nights in order to swell 
the crowd and to make the spectacle all the 
more pitiable. All this is done for the purpose 
of establishing, if our government is an oli- 
garchy, a still viler one, and a new national 
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religion that will dominate the soul as well as 
the bodies of men. It is about time that the 
people of these United States stopped long 
enough to notice, and began to take action 
against this evil which, if left imchecked, will 
eventually accomplish the destruction of the 
government. This is to be the result of their 
campaign of **education" — an army of edu- 
cated thieves who will stop short at no evil 
act, because they have been nurtured in the 
commandments: **Thou shalt kill; thou shalt 
steal; thou shalt commit adultery.** 

The destruction of all churches and religious 
teachings, they see, is necessary for the success 
of their endeavors, and the battle now is 
against God and His cause. Even the women 
are outspoken in their hatred of the Ruler of 
the Universe. One young woman, standing 
in the reading room of the Rand "School,** 
raised her right hand above her head and 
cried: **If there is a God, strike me down 
dead! I dare you to strike me down dead.** 

Such are the people with whom a Presby- 
terian minister afiiliates and whom he asks his 
fellow Christians to support. The above- 
mentioned Franklin H. Wentworth is another 
brother whom Dr. Long must approve, in 
spite of the fact that Mr. Wentworth has, in 
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the paragraph given in an earlier part of this 
chapter, decided that Dr. Long and all men 
of his cloth are parasites, who must go down 
to destruction before the triumphal entry of 
Socialism. 

The Socialist policy, when power is theirs 
to do as they please, will be: Bread shall 
be given only to that man who performs the 
work which the rulers assign. The individual 
will get his bread check each day, but what 
is to become of the minister or priest under 
Socialism? Well, he can starve, and then the 
Socialists will get rid of him, and no questions 
asked, for they have found him from the be- 
ginning a thorn in the pathway of their success. 

Much complaint has been made by Social- 
ists, as well as others who fell into line with 
them, against the Trinity Church corporation 
on account of the unsanitary condition of its 
tenement houses. But why so much criticism 
and talk? If the Socialists wish to help the 
working man, and at the same time show 
Trinity Church a good example, why do they 
not build, somewhere, a model tenement or 
two? Many of the Socialists are rich enough 
to do this and would feel it no more than if 
the ordinary, middle-class man should decide 
to spend five dollars on his pet charity. But 
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their aim is not to help humanity, they want 
political power and prestige for themselves, 
nothing else. 

In a book entitled **The Sabbath Era," 
written by Jacob Neubauer, he designates the 
press and pulpit as **bamboozeling and deceiv- 
ing institutions; the police and military forces, 
hired toughs of the land used to provoke the 
people to violence. This blood-thirsty, mon- 
strous trick (meaning the repression of violence 
by force) is getting to be too well known, 
and the first repetition of it may be the cause 
of a simultaneous rise of the whole people at 
once, and not even a God can control the 
wrath of the masses when once they rise in 
judgment" 

The Bible is decried as well as the clergy. 
They have no use for the sacred book, al- 
though Karl Marx stole his idea of brotherly 
love from it; after that he had no more use for 
its teachings. 

One of the meanest tricks they have at- 
tempted against sacred things is that of sending 
some of their members as spies into the 
churches. For instance, one or two of them 
will join the Catholic Church; and, while pre- 
tending to be very devout, they will be compil- 
ing lists of names of members to whom they can 
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send pamphlets written by renegades from the 
faith in the hope of drawing Christians into the 
net of Socialism. They have been more fortu- 
nate in securing inside information from the 
Protestant Church, the Rev. Dr. Long, of the 
Parkside Presbyterian Church, of Brookl)^, 
having gone so far as to allow himself to be 
elected National Secretary of the Christian 
Socialist Fellowship. 

In conclusion, the following, from the New 
York Evening Call of February 3, 1909, will 
show you just how much one, at least, of the 
Socialist National Committee, an exponent of 
their doctrines, thinks about Christian Social- 
ism: 

**A Correction. 
"Editor of The Call: 

**In Saturday's Evening Call an annoimce- 
ment appeared that I would lecture in Brook- 
1)^, at Puritan Church, on *Christian Social- 
ism* the following night. 

**Will you kindly permit me to say that, so 
far as the subject of the lecture was concerned, 
this annoimcement was wholly misleading? 
The lecture (which, owing to illness, I could 
not give) was to have been on *REAL So- 
cialism.* I have already been bothered more 
than enough by people trying to find out if I 
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am a Christian Socialist. While I have great 
sympathy with those comrades who call them- 
selves ^Christian Socialists,* I am satisfied to 
be known as a Socialist, without any adjec- 
tives at all. I do not know anything of 
CHRISTIAN Socialism.

CHAPTER IV. 



THE ARMY AND NAVY. 

After the Socialists gain control of the 
3,250,000 union men in the country, their 
next barrier is the army and navy. Here 
they have found themselves running into a 
brick wall, for two reasons. For one thing, 
our fighting men are usually actuated by a 
certain sense of patriotism, just as the employes 
of a firm are usually devoted, in a sense, 
at least, to the interests of their employers. 
Furthermore, the soldier and sailor, although 
not essentially religious in the stricter sense of 
the word, still, being trained to acknowledge 
superiors, find it no hardship to believe in a 
Great Ruler of this universe and to be reverent 
towards Him. 

For a ' long time the Socialists have been 
preaching their doctrines to the araiy men and 
they claim to having "converted" about one- 
sixth of the army to their cause. These figures 
are probably over-estimated, still they have 
turned some of the men to their way of think- 
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ing. There yet remains a great majority who 
will have none of them. But they have an 
idea, I am told, which, if they can carry it 
through, will, they think, bring them great 
success. They want the army and navy on 
their side, they say, so, if internal war threatens 
this coimtry, the soldiers and sailors will re- 
fuse to fight for it, and thus the country will 
lie helpless in their hands. 

And this they tell me is their idea: Social- 
ism has become the religion of its followers. 
But, you may ask, what has this to do with 
the army and navy? And here is the key to 
the whole situation. Everyone knows that 
we have chaplains in our fighting forces. Then 
why not a Socialist Chaplain, or twenty of 
them? Within the next year, a body of So- 
cialists, who have been planted in the army 
and navy I am informed, will make an appeal 
for Socialistic chaplains. Should this be re- 
fused we will be told that we are **narrow,** 
**prejudiced;" or like adjectives will be our 
portion. Yet they have the nerve to believe 
that the United States Government will pay 
a yearly salary to Socialist agitators in order 
that they may sow the seeds of insurrection 
in the very army and navy themselves. Such 
unprecedented cheek is hard to believe. 
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The average recruit who joins either army 
or navy is pretty well disgusted with life for 
the first month or two, or imtil he becomes a 
seasoned man. The army but proves the truth 
of the adage, old as the hills, *'all beginning is 
difficult." The life is strange to him and he 
does not get accustomed to it at once. This 
is the time that the Socialist Chaplain hopes to 
get at work on him, they state. The Chaplain 
wants to tell him that there should be no need 
of an army or navy; that both are simply work- 
ing for the purpose of protecting the interests of 
the big capitalists of the country. That John 
D. Rockefeller and Andrew Carnegie and J. 
Pierpont Morgan and E. H. Harriman and 
other of the great property holders of the 
country should be forced to give up their valu- 
able holdings by confiscation, of some sort or 
other, for the common good. That if every- 
body had as much property and chance as 
everybody else, that the recruit could do any 
work he wished for a couple of hours per day 
and get anything he wanted. Furthermore, he 
would not have to take orders from a superior 
officer belonging to **the privileged class.** He 
would be allowed to do as he pleased in mat- 
ters pretaining to his own desires, whether 
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they now fit in with what is called "The 
Moral Law** or not. 

In the homesick, apprenticeship position in 
which the recruit finds himself for the first 
month or two, this program appeals to him 
mightily; and, once rooted in his mind, it will 
remain there. It is not probable that he will 
ever have the opportunity that the writer of 
the present book has had, to see the entire 
rottenness of the system; and their real object 
in all this agitation will never be unfolded to 
his mind's eye. He begins to figure out that 
everything that is done by his officers is done 
for some sinister purpose and against him and 
his interests. 

War is declared, he is told, simply for com- 
mercial purposes, and that he is killed or 
wounded so that some capitalist may have 
added lands for "exploitation** or new fields 
for his wares, or a new market for products 
needed in his business dealings. All the wars 
of the world, from Rameses down, will be re- 
viewed by his "teachers," and each one shown 
to be simply carried on from the lust of gain. 
All the wars in this country, from the Revolu- 
tion to the late unpleasantness with Spain, will 
be shown to be wars conducted by the rich 
men of the country in order to line their own 
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pockets at the expense of the blood and pains 
of the soldier and sailor. 

He is told that there is no patriotism in the 
United States and that its citizens simply pre- 
tend to believe in it for their own purposes of 
various kinds. That money lust rules every- 
thing and everybody, and he is simply one of 
its tools. Then the recruit will receive a bunch 
of pamphlets telling how people are killed in 
Europe in order to make money and showing 
him that the same is being done in a lesser 
measure in the United States every day. 

By such means as this they hope to turn 
the thoughts of the soldier and sailor into their 
way of thinking and to get him ready for 
mutiny when the time for such overt acts 
comes. 

Although many good people in our country 
wall scoff at the idea that such a propaganda 
of revolution is being carried on in our very 
army and navy, the fact remains that they 
have told me such is the case. And it is in 
order that none of the citizens of this land of 
ours may longer be in ignorance of the methods 
used by Socialists to further their doctrines 
that these and the following pages have been 
written. 

In the beginning of March, this year, the 
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government decided that the army had been 
recruited to its full strength and no more men 
were needed. The Socialist press did not 
have much to say about this, but it hurt just 
the same. I was told by a leader of the party 
that the Socialists had just begun to "plant** 
a number of their followers in the army and 
navy for the purpose of spreading the idea 
therein. This act, however, was a hard blow 
to the cause. 



CHAPTER V. 



'women— WILL THEY ENDORSE FREE LOVE? 

• 

In spite of many denials to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the Socialist Party teaches 
and countenances the doctrine of free love. 
One of their "text-books,*' written by Edward 
Carpenter, will be found in every Socialistic 
library and for sale wherever their standard 
writers are exposed for sale. No further de- 
ductions will be necessary, I believe, on this 
subject after the quotations given in this chap- 
ter are read. 

It is a mistake, however, to believe that all 
Socialists are immoral or take these doctrines 
seriously to heart. Enough of the old leaven 
of decency is working in some of their hearts 
to enable them to reject this monstrously im- 
moral notion. There are some theorists who 
belong to the party who are actually leading 
Christian lives as nearly as in them lies. There 
are others, too, though not actually living in a 
state of adultery or free love, who are perfectly 
willing to sanction it in others. They believe 
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it perfectly honorable for a man and a woman 
to live together, unmarried, just so long as they 
see fit to do so. Race makes no distinction, 
the negro and the white woman, the white 
woman and the Chinaman. They draw no 
color or race line in the party. 

Affinities are the proper mates of men, not 
wives. These new moralists have come, the 
off-scourings of Europe many of them, to tell 
us what is decency and how we should live. 

When Artist Earle and his affinity-wife 
were exchanging household commodities in 
the back kitchen, some Socialists were discus- 
sing the matter with me. 

"Earle has been persecuted,*' shouted one 
of them in a white heat of rage. 

'So have other people,** I suggested. 
'Yes, but not Socialists,'* he replied. And 
that is the point which they make oftener than 
any other. To be a Socialist among Socialists 
is to be absolved from all sin. 

Even the affinity doctrine is exceeded by 
Carpenter, who states that polygamy is the 
only true Socialist method of living. He says: 

"Polygamy, for instance, in some related 
form of union, supposing it really did spon- 
taneously and naturally arise in society, which 
gave perfect freedom and independence to 
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* 

women in their relation to men, would be com- 
pletely different in character from the old-world 
polygamy, and would cease to act as a de- 
grading influence on women, since it would 
be the spontaneous expression of their attach- 
ment to each other and a common husband; 
monogamy, under similar circumstance, would 
lose its narrowness and stiffness; and the life 
of the Hetaira, that is the woman who chooses 
to be the companion of more than one man, 
might not be without dignity, honor and 
sincere attachment." 

Inasmuch as the Socialists are making a 
strong bid for the suffragettes to join them, 
and inasmuch as some of them have done so, 
it might be well for women of reputation to 
investigate the moral attitude of these people 
before affiliating with them. To begin with, 
the true Socialist does not believe in marriage 
in the future; that is, when Socialism has come, 
although you can convince him now, if the 
girl is working, and is willing to continue to 
do so. 

I remember a conversation between Agitator 
John Brown, of Mt. Desert Island, Maine, and 
a prominent New York Socialist, which took 
place in my hearing. They were discussing 
the question of who makes the best house- 
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keeper the man or the woman, and according 
to both of them, the man won the contest. 
Brown said he could make bread just like 
mother used to bake. The other clinched the 
argument by saying that the kitchen was no 
place for a woman anyhow. 

Another reason why Socialist men marry 
working women is that their marriage usually 
converts the woman to Socialism and adds 
another dues-paying member to the party. 

There are three good reasons why the 
Socialist loves working women: First, they 
help the "comrades" to an easy living by means 
of matrimony; Second, they add dues-paying 
members to the party; andf Third, they con 
stitute the most enthusiastic portion of the 
party. 

In order to secure working wives the So- 
cialists are trying to induce the suffragettes to 
"come closer." A majority of these women 
are working in some capacity beside men, com- 
peting with them successfully on their own 
ground, and for that reason feel they have just 
as much right to vote as the men. The So- 
cialist does not care whether they ever vote 
or not, the question is, whether or not they 
have a job. Every effort is therefore made to 
throw these women into the society of Social- 
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ist men in order to add to the party and the 
Socialist "bank-roll." Authoristically inclined 
gentlemen of Socialist tendency find marriage 
of this sort a great comfort, for it gives them 
a chance to write or agitate without imposing 
the necessity to stop occasionally and go to 
the back door to "shoo" away the wolf. 

The Women's Trade Union is also the 
target of Socialist affection, and whenever 
these women hold a meeting the Socialist press 
devotes as much space as possible to it be- 
cause — they also make good dues-paying 
wives. 

The Socialistic "love" for the suffragettes 
as a class is the greatest humbug of all. No 
clearer demonstration of this is needed than 
the returns of the last election of members of 
the National Executive Committee of the So- 
cialist Party. There were fourteen candidates, 
and seven to be elected. Of these fourteen 
candidates, one, and only one, was a woman. 
Out of a possible 53,000 votes she received 
1 ,473, and was the last name on the list, this 
being the lowest number of votes cast for any 
one of the candidates. This vote does not 
represent all the women members of the or- 
ganization, as more than that number belong 
to the party, therefore it is safe to say that few 
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if any of the men voted for the woman, al- 
though they are all the time shouting for 
woman's suffrage. Delightfully consistent! 
Lena M. Lewis was the unfortunate candidate. 

They certainly have a beautiful proposition 
to offer to the women who constitute the suf- 
fragettes of to-day; but, of course, every effort 
is being made at present to hide the Socialist 
idea where it relates to polygamy and free 
love. Socialist speakers have been instructed 
in every part of the country to proclaim that 
"free love'* is not a Socialist doctrine and al- 
ready a few suffragettes have been convinced 
and converted, but the following quotation 
speaks for itself: 

"Intimacies founded on intellectual and 
moral affinities alone are seldom very deep and 
lasting; if the physical basis in any form is 
quite absent, the acquaintanceship is liable to 
die away again like an ill-rooted plant. In 
many cases (especially of women) the nature 
is never really understood or disclosed until the 
sex feeling is touched — ^however lightly. Be- 
sides, it must be remembered that in order for 
a perfect intimacy between two people their 
bodies must, by the nature of the case, be free 
to each other. The bodily intimacy or endear- 
ment may not be the object for which they 
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come together: but if it is denied, its denial 
will bar any real sense of repose and affiance, 
and make relation restless, vague, tentative and 
unsatisfied." 

Is there anyone who, after reading that, 
doubts that a state of free love and polygamy 
is what is intended? A nice proposition to 
offer the women of the country! This book 
is one volume of the International Library of 
Social Science. 

Suppose a woman is infatuated with a man 
under Socialism, and, after a common law 
marriage, he grew tired of her. For years she 
had helped him in his work, so that he had 
gotten to a point where he was a leader in 
the Socialist government. Suppose, after a 
quarter of a century of life wath this woman, 
who by this time would have lost many of her 
youthful charms, he should become infatuated 
with a pretty young slip of a girl half his 
wife's age. What redress would she have at 
law? What moral redress would she have? 
He would be privileged to go away and she 
would have no further hold upon him of any 
sort. There would be nothing for her to do 
but to go back to the slave class and live out 
her miserable existence alone. For, at such 
an age she would scarcely be able to inspire 
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affection in the heart of any other man. Her 
last days would either be full of ungratified 
longings, or she would die of a broken heart, 
or (impossible under Socialism!) she might be 
weak or foolish enough to commit suicide. 

The Socialist leaders are wise enough, how- 
ever, to know that the suffragettes would not 
take kindly to such a proposal, and that is why, 
for the past two years, they have been trying 
to hush the matter up. It has leaked out in 
some way, however, and now they are trying 
to bottle it up again. They want the suf- 
fragettes because each suffragette has some in- 
fluence over at least one voter and they are 
patting the women on the back and shouting 
for women's suffrage, saying it goes hand-in- 
hand with Socialism. But you will notice that 
they want Socialism first. They have seen 
how well the women work at the polls for 
prohibition and kindred reforms, and, by the 
next presidential election they desire to have 
enough suffragettes in line to represent them 
at as many polling places as possible. 

They want the suffragettes to fight for them 
at the polls. They want the unemployed, the 
thief, and the Black Hand to be with them in 
the riots, they want the union man to fight 
the revolution for them, and last, but not least. 
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they want the Socialist religion to produce a 
new generation of moral degenerates. They 
advocate suffrage for women, they advocate 
work for the unemployed, they say the thief 
is forced to his trade by conditions, they en- 
dorse union labor and they stand for "the 
brotherhood of man." 

After reading this surely now you know 
why!

CHAPTER VI. 



WHERE DOES THE MONEY GO ? 

Before estimating the financial condition of 
this party and the uses to which their collec- 
tions are put, it would be well to consider the 
actual condition of the party as it exists to-day 
in the United States. The vote for Eugene 
V. Debs for President on the Socialistic ticket 
in 1908 was 423,000. The total dues-pay- 
ing members in the country figure up in round 
numbers to 53,000. Of this number fully one- 
half of them did not cast a vote; first, because 
a number of them are women, and second, 
because an even greater number are aliens not 
yet entitled to the ballot, by reason of their 
short stay on our shores. So we see the real 
Socialist vote of the United States is something 
less than 30,000 all told. The remaining 
393,000 votes were principally from working 
men who have heard, only, of the good (?) 
measures advocated by this party without 
being told the reason for this seeming love of 
humanity, and what the real aim of the party 
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is. I will venture to say there is not one 
amongst these 393,000 people who would 
vote the Socialist ticket, if he but knew that 
their object is to destroy his republican form 
of government and produce an oligarchy more 
tyrannical than Russia's monarchy. 

In two years $250,000 has been donated 
by these poor working-people to the Chicago 
Daily Socialist and the New York Evening 
Call. That means $125,000 a year. The 
dues paid by the party members amount to 
$158,000 a year: there are over 1,000 speak- 
ers holding meetings and taking up collections. 
The expenses of these 9rators are, at least $2 
per day, each, and they are making money 
besides. If it is doubted that they are making 
money from the party, important real estate 
holdings belonging to some of these agitators 
can be pointed to in proof of this. This brings 
the amounts collected yearly up to $730,000. 
The profits from the Appeal to Reason are 
more than $150,000 a year. Fairs for various 
purposes bring in about $100,000 a year, 
which aggregates the sum of $1,263,000. 
Would not this build a few model tenements 
for the working people? 

It is impossible to estimate how much money 
is grafted one way and another. I have al- 
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ready shown that at least one million dollars 
a year for the past two years have been col- 
lected, and I am sure that another million in 
collections and donations would be a con- 
servative amount. 

At least one million a year is going some- 
wiiere, nobody but the big bosses know where, 
but I know that there are more than one thou- 
sand Socialists who are living easy on this 
money. 

The average Socialist does not believe in 
work, and wherever possible lives according 
to his belief. Why should he work, is the 
argument, he has been two years in the country 
and surely by that time any fair-minded man 
would admit that the country owes him a 
living. 

If a Socialist speaker in New York wants 
to make a trip to California for the winter he 
will get the National Secretary in Chicago to 
bill him through. Certain "locals" in various 
cities will be told how much they must raise 
at the meeting over which he presides, and in 
this way his trip out there and back in a Pull- 
man car is paid, and if he is not very unlucky 
by the time he returns he will have several 
hundred dollars to the good. 
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John Brown an agitator talking in a Four- 
teenth street restaurant, on February 1 4, 1 909, 
said he had just come to town from his home 
near Mr. Desert, Maine, and was telling of 
a trip he had made for the benefit of the work- 
ing people in Arizona and California. He 
said: 

"Yes, I was looking at the thermometer in 
the observation car of the California Limited 
as we were going through Arizona. It was 
102 degrees where I was sitting, with two 
electric fans blowing on me.*' 

How many men in those Arizona mines to 
whom he had been preaching equality ever 
rode on the California Limited? Not one of 
them ril venture to say unless it was on the 
"rods.** At the very time he was traveling 
on this palatial train on the money they had 
given him, they were down in the mines 
fighting with death. 

Another agitator, L. S, Edwards, who was 
engaged in talking money out of the New 
York unions, offered to sell me 250 acres of 
land he ovmed in Mississippi, and expatiated 
on the beautiful summer home he was about 
to build on the "Sound" below Bridgeport, 
Conn. He said no matter what happened to 
the country he was all right. That Connecti- 
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cut home of his was surrounded by fertile land 
which he owned, and on which he could aJ- 
ways raise truck that would find a market. 

There is an infinity of such cases, and here 
is where the poor man's auid poor woman's 
money goes. These people building them- 
selves homes at the sea-shore with the mites 
that thousands of toilers give them. 

Not one dollar of the millions collected goes 
to help the poor, the unemployed, or the 
orphans. 

The organization is divided into state sec- 
tions and into locals, and again sub-divided 
into districts as in New York City, where al- 
most every Assembly district has an organiza- 
tion. Each member pays twenty-five cents a 
month in dues and without this money you 
can never hope to be a Socialist. And this is 
not all, you must give up more money or you 
will be ridiculed and called a "p^^^or" So- 
cialist, which is a term applied to all those who 
only give this twenty-five cent monthly due. 
The dues are paid by a system of stamps, 
each state committee buys from the national 
committee at five cents apiece a stamp for 
each member imder its jurisdiction. These 
are sold to the locals at ten cents each. The 
locals in turn sell them to the members at

twenty-five cents each month and the individ- 
ual has a book in which the stamps are pasted, 
showing that he has paid up to date. This 
is but a small amount of the money required 
to be a real Socialist. 

A great many of the bosses of the party are 
writers and the rank and file are told that the 
only way to make Socialists is through getting 
people to read their literature. 

I think it is a conservative estimate to say 
that a million dollars is spent every year on 
books and pamphlets. These range in price 
from five cents to three dollars and are about 
as accurate as an almanac that gives us the 
weather for every day next year. 

William English Walling and Robert 
Hunter are both writers, and they are both 
wealthy men, but their books bring them in 
good pin money which helps to maintain their 
elegant summer homes. 

According to the Socialists, the first edition 
of Upton Sinclair's "Jungle** was published 
by money contributed by the Socialists. The 
only good it did was to raise the price of beef 
so that many of the poor could not afford to 
buy it. 

While there are now a number of eaisy berths 
for persons with traveling tendencies in this 
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organization, more graft is wanted and this 
is probably the first reason why they are so 
anxious to drag in the unions to their fellow- 
ship. 

You may say that many an organization of 
that size contributes quite this much, if not 
more each year for its maintenance. Very 
true, but in no other organization does most, 
if not all, of the funds come from the poorest 
of the poor, and then only because he is de- 
luded into the belief that he will better his 
own condition. When such pitiful contribu- 
tion as the contents of a workingman*s pocket 
are received, the said contribution containing 
two dimes, a piece of tobacco and a car ticket, 
it is pitiful indeed. Persons possessed of any 
drop of the milk of human kindness could not 
bear to receive such pittances. And when 
a millionaire's wife can beg donations from 
working girls of such trinkets as a chain from 
around the neck of one of them, to which a 
tiny gold heart was attached, surely meanness 
can go no further. This was especially revolt- 
ing when taken along with the fact that great 
donations of money from this millionaire family 
have not caused any stir in Socialistic circles. 

The Red Special on which Debs made his 
tour of the country cost $33,000, and was 
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paid for by the workingman! The party's 
slogjui might well be concluded by the trilogy, 
"Pay! Pay! Pay!" 



CHAPTER VII. 



THE SCX:iAL STATE. 

Some idea of what we might hope for if 
Socialism ever came to stay may be infened 
from the condition of things as they now are 
within the party itself. Who is the head of 
this orgsuiization? is the question now in the 
balance. There is a fight on between, on the 
one side, Eugene V. Debs and J. A. Way- 
land, and Morris Hillquit, of New York City, 
on the other side. Hillquit, who seems at the 
present time to have the best of it, has a fortime 
conservatively estimated at half a million. He 
came here a poor shirt maker from his native 
Russia. America gave him a good job where 
he earned many times more than he could ever 
hope for in Russia, and also gave him spare 
time to study law, so that in 1893 he passed 
the bar examination and became a lawyer. 
He was a delegate to the International So- 
cialist Conference at Amsterdam in 1904, and 
was also representing this coimtry as a delegate 
to the famous Stuttgart Congress at which it 
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is said it was decided that, if the United 
States went to war, the Socialists here were 
pledged to insunection. 

Inasmuch as this shrewd little lawyer is the 
man, in all probability, who would dictate the 
government policies, should the Socialists cap- 
ture the United States, it might be well to 
consider him for a few minutes. In stature 
he is small, of a dark complexion, with slippery 
coal black eyes. Thus far he has secured ab- 
solute control of the eastern end of the party 
and he it is who dictates the policy of the New 
York Evening Call. That he not only dic- 
tates the policy but even the business manage- 
ment of the New York Evening Call, and, 
further, that there is, likewise, a privileged class 
in Socialism, may be inferred from the fact 
that the manager told me that Hillquit's new 
book was given a quarter page of free ad- 
vertising in the Call, with the sole stipulation 
of commissions from probable sales; while the 
Socialist "comrade** who runs a barber shop 
or meat market in the Bronx or the East Side 
pays full price for his advertisement, whether 
his business is made more profitable by the 
advertising or not. 

Having control of the East, at the last 
national convention he opposed Debs auid 
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tried to have James F. Carey, of Massachu- 
setts, nominated in his stead. But he was too 
weak in the West, and in the face of what 
looked like sure defeat, he sunendered and 
then shouted for Debs with all his might. In 
passing it would be well to say of Debs that 
one of the probable reasons for his great popu- 
larity is the fact of his being a workingman 
of the workingmen, never ashamed of his 
former life as a railroad employee, and aping 
none of the mannerisms and impertinences of 
those whom a little popularity and wealth has 
successfully turned their heads. 

However, Hillquit was not particularly 
keen on having Carey nominated, for he knew 
that in 1908 the Socialist candidate for presi- 
dent had no chance. But he did want to be 
elected to Congress from the Ninth Congres- 
sional District in New York. This he was 
determined to do, I am told, as he could do 
much to promulgate his doctrines by the use 
of the franking privilege. One of his objects, 
his campaign manager told me, was to make 
a Socialistic and revolutionary speech in the 
House of Representatives such as would ap- 
peal most decidedly to the workingman, tell- 
ing him that the worker should rule the 
country, and handing out a few other molasses 
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wafers of the same sort of stickiness. It would 
then be printed amongst the government rec- 
ords and he could send his propagsuida broad- 
cast over the country while Uncle Sam reached 
deep into his breeches pocket to pay for the 
sending of it. 

To help his election he had speakers sent 
from every district to New York, to that part 
where he was making the fight. He had J. 
Graham Phelps Stokes and Robert Hunter 
to nm for the Assembly in the same district 
as his own, of course not that they might throw 
the weight of their influence to him! Just here 
it would not be amiss to ask whether Hillquit, 
Stokes and Hunter might be considered as 
workingmen, except in the sense of working 
for their own elections? This ticket, we are 
told, is to represent the workingmen of the 
country! It might not be out of place at this 
point to tell of some of the incidents that hap- 
pened during tfiis campaign. Almost every 
Socialist paper in the country, during the time 
of the electioneering, had lengthy accounts of 
police breaking up meetings, refusing to allow 
Socialist orators to speak, and mistreating 
members of the peaceable (?) audiences col- 
lected to hear them. This is the veriest rub- 
bish of all. That these trouble makers are not 
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arrested often enough is the reason for their 
boldness. 

Inspector Henry Burfiend, of the First 
Police Inspection District of New York, would 
probably be the best witness to the alleged 
'martyrdoms" made from Socialistic meetings. 
On one occasion the complainants were two 
men, named Eidelstein and Potter. Eidel- 
stein was a Russian, a recent arrival who had 
taken refuge in thi§ coimtry, and Potter was a 
negro. Eidelstein came here to escape per- 
secution in Europe, and Potter's race was 
made free at the cost of hundreds of thousands 
of white men's lives. 

They two had held a meeting on the 
Bowery at Grand and Willits streets. The 
residents of that section may not be blessed 
with the finesse noticeable on Fifth Avenue, 
but their patriotism is of the Al brand, so when 
Eidelstein and Potter began telling them it 
was a shame to let a country like the United 
States continue on its evil way, they resented 
it. However, nobody raised a hand, strange 
as it may seem. Half an hour later the Aheam 
Club held a meeting a short distance away 
and the Socialists, seeing that the Aheamites 
had collected a good crowd, began shouting 
at the tops of their voices in order to distract 
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them. At this point the police told Eidelstein 
and Potter that they had better move a block 
farther down the street because such talk as 
they were indulging in might cause trouble 
with even long-suffering Americans. The 
policemen were insulted, they were dared to 
make them move away, they lived in a free 
country, they had a right to free speech and 
they would talk as long as they pleased. 
There was nothing left to do but to make the 
arrest. 

You should have heard the story the Hill- 
quit crowd told the next day. Both men had 
been beaten and misused by the police. 
Eidelstein had all his teeth knocked out and 
was about to die. Instructions were given 
to have the policemen prosecuted at once. 
Meanwhile, every Socialist speaker in the city 
was holding up the story of the martyrdom of 
Eidelstein and Potter before nightly crowds. 
The Socialist papers wrote it up with glaring 
headlines, and the "shameful** acts of the Neiw 
York police department were discussed far 
and wide. The names of eight witnesses were 
obtained and the case set for a hearing before 
Inspector Burfiend. Hillquit*s campaign man- 
ager was "among those present.** Two wit- 
nesses only appeared. Neither of them could 
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talk English, being recendy-arrived Russians. 
Neither Eidelstein nor Potter appeared. The 
case was reset for a future date and they were 
notified to appear, but they again were 
absent, and the case was finally dropped. 

Another case of "martyrdom" occuned 
about the same time. A Socialist speaker was 
arrested, but it was not because he was preach- 
ing Socialism, but because he was breaking 
the law. There is an ordinance in New York 
City to the effect that no public meeting may 
be held within 200 feet of a city school-house. 
When the orator was told of this and refused 
to move to the opposite comer, insisting on 
disturbing the school, he was finally arrested. 
He, too, will go down to history as one of the 
martyrs to the cause. 

These illustrations are small ones, but they 
show exactly how the plot is being hatched. 

Probably their idea of what will happen 
when they get the power could be explained 
as a leading Socialist told it to me: 

The Socialist champions will go to Wash- 
ington and take over the reins of government. 
Under their system, there will be no chance 
for am election; the people will not even have 
a chance to cast a ballot. All the gold and 
silver will be corralled by them, and instead of 
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money, labor checks will be issued. Every 
man, woman and child must perform a certain 
amount of work according to the idea of the 
Socialist taskmaster set over them. If that 
work suits him, a labor check for the day will 
be issued. If not, the individual will go without 
meals. All industries and property will be ad- 
ministered by Morris Hillquit or whoever may 
act as dictator. He will appoint his people to 
all ofiicfes in the transportation, telegraph and 
cable companies, and will, with his advisers, 
lay out the day's work for everyone. The 
workingman will have nothing, the govern- 
ment eversrthing. 

There will be no marriage services, because 
there will be no ministers or priests, but So- 
cialistic affinities will be sanctioned by law, 
unless, of course, they conflict with the rulers, 
and, in that case, the individual will have no 
redress. 

There will be no bread lines in those days, 
because nobody will have any bread to give 
away, just enough for the day, so, if this ex- 
cellent government decides to cut off an in- 
dividual from his food, no one will have any 
to help him with. 

The workingman will be the slave and the 
Socialist the boss. The only similar form of 
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government that the world has ever seen was 
that of the old Roman emperors who distrib- 
uted corn free to appease the populace, and 
ameliorated their discontent with free, though 
cruel and bloody, shows in the arena. 

This is the idea of things as they are to be, 
as explained to me by more than a dozen So- 
cialist leaders in the United States. If they 
have deceived the party and themselves by these 
statements, if what they told me was not true 
and they will stand up and disclaim it, I have 
collected a few choice pieces of their literature 
sanctioned by them, which they will have to 
explain away before they can convince the 
public that the party does not stand for the 
things they told me it does. 

The absolute untrustworthiness, not only 
of the men who are at the head of this move- 
ment, and the deceit and falsehood practiced, 
in their statistics is clearly shown in the follow- 
ing editorial taken from the Boston Traveler, 
of the issue of February 15, 1909. The 
Traveler is the first newspaper in the country, 
to my knowledge, which really endeavors to 
treat the movement seriously and expose its 
falseness to the reading public. But the edi- 
torial speaks for itself. It is given in full : 
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"SOCIALISM'S SHAM STATISTICS. 

**A sample Socialistic lie compared with the 
facts. 

"The Boston Traveler has consistently op- 
posed the policy called Socialism, because it 
knows that vast numbers of people are being 
misled by plausible arguments which attempt 
to prove that almost every forward step of civ- 
ilization is Socialistic in character; when, as a 
matter of fact, such communal acts as public 
works, roads, bridges, the post-office, etc., are 
essentially Democratic, providing the approach 
of them is gradual and that human rights and 
individual liberties are guarded in their adop- 
tion, which they could not be under Socialism. 

"Socialists attempt impudently to appropri- 
ate as their own all that is good in Democracy, 
and even in Christianity, but in any given 
group of Socialists it is difficult to find any two 
in agreement as to what Socialism means and 
what it really stands for, a case in point being 
the recent Socialistic conference held in Bos- 
ton, where parlor Socialists, college professors 
and amateur theorists, who have never done 
an3^ing constructive for their kind, let escape 
a flood of high-sounding words which are sus- 
ceptible of a variety of interpretations and 
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mean nothing at best. The conference is one 
of the show-window products of Socialism, 
and is held in the hope to get converts from 
those who have nothing to do and need some- 
thing to occupy their minds. The real propa- 
ganda is being made among a different class, 
the wage-workers, and vastly different argu- 
ments are being used. 

"Socialism has a right to be heard, however, 
and the more it is heard the less dangerous it 
becomes. The unwise attitude of a majority 
of the newspapers of the United States in re- 
fusing to allow Socialists to present their 
claims, and to answer their arguments is what 
enables the Socialistic press to disseminate 
falsehoods, which, uncontradicted, pass with 
the uninformed as truth. 

"The commonest and most widely dissem- 
inated mis-statement of Socialism is that labor 
receives only one-fifth of what it produces, the 
inference being that if the workingman gets 
only twenty cents, when he should receive a 
dollar, the other eighty cents is stolen by capi- 
tal. From J. W. Greene, of Somerville, who 
describes himself as a 'Marxian* Socialist, we 
have received a letter enclosing the following 
clipping from a Socialistic paper: 
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COST OF SHOES. 

"The following paragraph taken from the 
little booklet, 'Men and Mules/ by W. F. 
Ries, gives an idea of the cost of producing 
shoes and the extent of exploitation of those 
who make shoes: 

" *At the St. Louis World's Fair I saw one 
hundred people make twelve hundred pairs of 
$3.50 shoes every eight hours. THE SU- 
PERINTENDENT TOLD ME THAT 
THREE PAIRS OF EACH DOZEN 
WOULD MORE THAN PAY FOR 
THE RAW MATERIAL. THE IN- 
TEREST ON THE MONEY, WEAR 
OF MACHINERY, BOXING. DRAY- 
ING, THE FOREMAN'S WAGES AND 
ALL OTHER EXPENSES. Each work- 
man would then have nine pairs net as his 
share for one day's work? But. suppose we 
should take out still another $3.50 pair for 
maintaining schools, churches, paving, parks, 
hospitals and old-age pensions, then each work- 
man would still have eight pairs left for him- 
self as a result of eight hours* work. In other 
words. HE WOULD HAVE ONE PAIR 
OF SHOES FOR EACH HOUR'S 

WORK. You can see. therefore, that every 
worker produced shoes to the extent of $28.00 
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in eight hours. IN ALMOST EVERY 
OTHER INDUSTRY A LIKE CONDI- 
TION EXISTS. With modem machinery 
workers could have every necessity and many 
luxuries, if they received their full product. 

SOCIALISM WOULD GIVE IT TO 
THEM.' 

"This is an excellent example of the kind 
of misinformation being disseminated among 
workmen in every trade for the purpose of 
stirring up discontent and sowing the seeds of 
the 'social revolution.* It is silly, of course, 
but not so silly but that it is believed by thou- 
sands who are told that the reason it is uncon- 
tradicted is because it is unanswerable. Any 
doctrine or reform built on a lie can stand any- 
thing but discussion, and we believe that we 
are doing a public service in taking the space 
to show Mr. Greene and those like him, who 
are wilfully or ignorantly spreading these un- 
truths, how false they really are. 

"Census Bulletin 221, and Census Volume 
7 on Manufacturers, table 1, page 4, gives 
statistics on the shoe industry as follows: 

"Number of establishments, 1,600; capital 
invested, $101,795,223; value of the shoes 
produced annually, $261,028,580. 
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"One hundred and forty-two thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-two wage-earners were 
employed, who received $59,175,883 in 
wages. In addition, 7,843 foremen, superin- 
tendents, clerks received in wages $7,757,749. 
The total wage expense is, therefore, $66,- 

933,632. 

"The cost of materials, leather, cloth, 
thread and other articles which go to make up 
the finished product was $169,604,054; mis- 
cellaneous expenses, such as coal, rent, taixes, 
insurance, etc., amounted to $10,766,402 
more, making the total cost for materials, etc., 
$180,370,456, not one cent of which was 
produced by the workers employed in the shoe 
trade, although the labor and other materials 
in turn represent labor from the time the herder 
raised the animals to the labor employed in 
the various processes of killing, curing, ship- 
ping and tanning the leather until it appeared 
in the form ready to be made into a shoe. 

"It is thus shown that the total value of the 
finished shoe product of the United States 

is $261,028,580 

Cost of materials 180,370,456 

The entire additional wealth 

produced by labor 80,658, 1 24 
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From which must be deducted 

wages paid labor 66,933,632 



Leaving the net surplus or 
profit $13,724,492 

"Which represents the profits on $101,- 
795,233 capital invested, or about thirteen per 
cent. Labor's share of the net wealth it pro- 
duces is, therefore, in the shoe trade! about 83 
per cent. 

"The trouble with the Socialist statisticians 
is that they ignorantly deceive themselves, or 
wilfully attempt to deceive their followers; 
that a shoemaker not only makes the shoes, 
but supplies the leather and findings, the coal, 
sells the finished product, pays the insurance 
and taxes; and, to prove their claim, divide the 
gross value of the product by the wages re- 
ceived by the workers. The figures given 
above are not ours, but the government's. 
Book and page are given and may be verified 
by anybody who cares to take the trouble to 
do so. 

"Let us re-state this so that there can be no 
mistake. The manufacturers buy $180,370,- 
456 worth of material, which is used in the 
production of shoes. They equip factories. 
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install mac];iinery, employ labor and turn out 
a certain number of pairs of shoes, which they 
sell for $261,028,580. The new wealth cre- 
ated by the shoe-workers represents the differ- 
ence between the price of the material and the 
value of the shoes produced, which was $80,- 
658,124, of which labor receives 83 per cent. 
Whether this is enough or not is another ques- 
tion. Whether the remaining seventeen per 
cent, is an excessive reward for the services of 
the manufacturers and the risk of $101,795,- 
232 invested is not being here discussed. We 
wish only to drive home the fact that of $261 ,- 
028,580 worth of shoes produced, the mate- 
rials cost $180,370,456, labor got $66,933,- 
632 and capital got $13,724,492, or about 
five per cent, on the amount of business done. 

"As we have said, it is the failure of the 
press generally to discuss Socialism and its 
claims, and to expose its falsehoods, that makes 
it formidable, but no Socialist should ever be 
able to convince anybody who has read and 
verified the above that the absurd claim that 
labor only receives twenty per cent, of what it 
produces is true." 

On the evening of February 18, 1909, this 
article was shown to William Ghent, Superin- 
tendent of the Rand "School.*' That is, the 
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clipping from "Men and Mules** was first 
shown him. 

"Absolutely true,*' he said; "the working- 
man only gets 24 per cent, of what he pro- 
duces.** 

Then he was asked to read the Traveler*8 
editorial. When he finished, he said: 
it s a he. 

"But the figures are issued by the govern- 
ment; that*s pretty good authority,** he was re- 
minded. 

He thought it over for a while, then said: 

"Well, but in the expense of production, 
rent and interest on capital are figured. Under 
Socialism, there would be no rent or interest.** 

"But,** was the reply, "the equation is fig- 
ured out when there IS rent and interest, and 
the shoes sell for so much per pair. If there 
were no rent or interest, then the value of the 
finished product would be that much less.'* 

"Well, it's wrong, anyway,** was his clinch- 
ing argument. 

And that*s the best argument any Socialist 
has. 



IN CONCLUSION. 

An effort has been made to give the reader 
the inside facts in this movement, as portrayed 
to me by the recognized leaders of the Socialist 
Party. They are reaching out in so many di- 
rections that it takes months of study to get 
right down to the bottom of their work. Ideas 
and counter ideas are written and printed, but 
all this for a purpose, and that purpose to keep 
the general public in ignorance of what they 
are trying to do. 

To come right down to the ground floor, to 
get away from all this talk of evolution and 
Social Revolution, let me state the case, as it 
was presented to me, in present-day English : 

The union workingmen are to be convinced 
that the present republican form of government 
is robbing them of what is rightfully theirs and 
intends to make slaves of them; that the early 
colonists used powder and shot to rid them- 
selves of King George; that the powder and 
shot of the French Revolution put the work- 
ingman in power; and with all this firmly es- 
tablished in the minds of these 3,250,000 
workingmen, whose love of liberty is greater 
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
